Divided legal experts specializing in the development of what is known as international 
criminal law - and the emergence of the idea of crime against humanity that have emerged 
as one of the crimes in this law, like the crime of genocide and war crimes - this 
development to the four historical stages. The first stage is the stage of the war between the 
world wars. Where it appeared first talk about what's known as a crime against humanity and 
civilization, and the second stage is the stage of post-World War II until the creation of the 
United Nations, where the back of the first legal definition of a detailed crime against 
humanity in the context of the trial of criminals of World War II tribunals of Nuremberg and 
Tokyo. The third phase is post-establishment of the United Nations and before the 
establishment of permanent International Criminal Court, a period that saw the creation of 
some international criminal tribunals with a specific purpose (ad-hoc tribunals), such as the 
International Criminal Tribunal for the Prosecution of war criminals in former Yugoslavia, the 
International Criminal Court to prosecute war criminals in Rwanda. The fourth and final 
phase is the current period, after establishing a permanent International Criminal Court in 
The Hague and the entry into force of the Statute of the Court and then start work already in 
2003 

The afternoon of the first detailed definition of the crime against humanity in international law 
in the Charter of the International Military Tribunal of the Court of the Second World War 
criminals, known as the Treaty of London signed by the Allies in August 8, 1945. According 
to this definition in Article 6 (c) of the Charter of the Nuremberg International Military Trial of 
1945, which established in London. The set of Article 6 of the Charter of this Tribunal for 
crimes committed on the stage of the war in Europe by what he called war criminals, the 
core crimes in the following three: Crimes against peace, war crimes, crimes against 
humanity. Has identified this article acts within the framework of this latter crime the 
following: "murder, extermination, enslavement, forced displacement and all the inhumane 
acts committed against any civilian population before or during the war, and any persecution 
of any group of people based on political or ethnic or religious, as long as the 
implementation of these acts were connected to any form of crimes that fall within the scope 
of this trial, even if the commission of such crimes Mwtm in the country that these crimes 
were committed in its territory 

It says the definition of the crime in Article V of the International Tribunal for the Prosecution 
of War Criminals Yugoslavia as follows: 

"To the International Tribunal the power to prosecute persons who committed the following 
crimes when committed in armed conflict, regardless of the nature of taking a local or an 
international nature, has long been committed against any civilian population: 

A) murder. 

B) Extermination. 

C) Enslavement. 

D) deportation. 

E) Imprisonment. 



F) torture. 

G) Rape. 

H) persecutions on political or religious Ouargip. 
I) and all other inhumane acts 

As stated definition of the crime in Article 3 of the Statute of the International Tribunal for the 
Prosecution of war criminals in Rwanda as follows: 

"The International Tribunal for Rwanda, the power to prosecute persons responsible for the 
following crimes when committed as part of a widespread and systematic to any civilian 
population on national, political, ethnical, racial or religious grounds: 

A) murder. 

B) Extermination. 

C) Enslavement. 

D) Dimensions. 

E) Imprisonment. 

F) torture. 

G) Rape. 

H) persecutions on political, racial or religious group. 
I) Other inhumane acts. 

With a semi-large between the two definitions, it is noted that there are fundamental 
differences, including: 

1 . Associated with committing a crime against humanity in the Charter of the Tribunal the 
existence of an armed conflict, while not required in the Charter of the Rwanda Tribunal. 

2. While requiring both of the two definitions of the crime on civilians, but the Charter of the 
Rwanda Tribunal is required to be in the context of a widespread and systematic to these 
civilians (does not require the presence of an armed conflict, but the mere existence of a 
widespread and systematic). 

3. While providing each of the charters of the existence of oppression as a form of crime 
against humanity, but the difference between them that the system of Yugoslavia is that 
persecution for reasons of political, racial or religious group is just a form of crime (like 
torture, rape and slavery) but the system of Rwanda is for these reasons a cornerstone of 
elements of the crime. Must be in accordance with this Charter to be the systematic attack 
on civilians to be linked to the attack for reasons of national, political, ethnical, racial or 
religious group, and otherwise can not be considered a crime against humanity. 



In the fourth and final phase came the Statute of the permanent International Criminal Court 
adopted in Rome in 1998 to put more definition of experienced international criminal law for 
the crime against humanity detailed. This came in the definition of Article VII of the Statute of 
the Court. 

The importance of this Charter, the latter to that for the first time comes in the context of the 
Charter of the permanent permanent international criminal court was not created for a 
temporary purpose is a trial ends once the jurisdiction specified for the crime took place in 
the historical circumstances and political areas such as the Nuremberg and Tokyo, 
Yugoslavia and Rwanda. And confirms many of the experts of international criminal law that 
the most important characteristics of the definition of humanity, as crime in the Statute of the 
International Criminal Court is that it was built on the legal development reached by the 
definition of this crime in the international legal tradition. They say that although this 
definition is binding only for the Assembly of States Parties to the International Criminal 
Court system, but it also can be derived compulsory for the international community because 
of its recognition of the most sophisticated versions of customary international law. But - as 
indicated by these experts - the importance of the latter definition is also derived from it to 
resolve a lot of discussion and debate was going on in the jurisprudence of international 



criminal about the link between the crime against humanity and are essential they are 
considered essential elements of this crime at the time of its inception tariff since World War 
II. These commands are: the existence of an armed conflict and the existence of persecution 
(or discriminatory practices). On the one hand it has become clear that this crime is a 
separate fully break for any other serious crimes are in time of armed conflict, whether 
international armed conflict or internal. On the other hand, the presence of a persecution on 
a discriminatory basis is not considered an essential element of the crime, even though there 
were some specific forms of this crime, take direction Adthadia or racist such as the crime of 
slavery or the crime of forced pregnancy, sexual exploitation or forced into prostitution or 
forced sterilization 



Bahrain Gulf country to live his sons constant struggle with the ruling authority in the country 
began after the overthrow of power to the country's constitution.
